ORIGINS.

Tt composite character of the nation 
which we know as Ireland is often 
revealed to me by a certain small street 


in a poorer quarter of Dublin through 
which I pass daily. In the owners’ names 


-” 


shops that lie along it five different racial 
origins are suggested. Something similar. 
is true of many of our towns ahd 
villages. Almost everywhere, indeed, 
throughout the country one can discern 
in family names traces of the various 
immigrations that have taken place into 
this country. Within historic times there 
have been three large grafts on the main 
stock—Danish, Norman, English—and 
there were others, smaller and mo 

localised, from time to time. . 

A critic of poetry may regard the lines 
of Thomas Davis us poor and _rhetorical, 
but they enshrine, at least, a definite 
ethnological fact when they tell us that 
tc this country came— 

“. . . the hard-enduring Dane 
And the iron Lords of Normandy, 

With the Saxons in their train.’ 
Though these have been, in due course, 
partially or conipletely absorbed into the 
common mass of the nation, definite 
traces of various kinds yet remain that 
show the original elements. 

The predominant stock here was, and, 
to a large extent, is still, Gaelic. whose 
names, generally distinguished by the 
“O” or “ Mae’’ prefix, correspond ‘to 
those of the kings and princes of ancient 
territories—O’Brien, O'Conor, O'Neill, 
Mact'arthy, O'Kelly, etc. If we take, for 
example, the three “names ‘that census 
returns indicate as” the gpeatest “in 
numeFPical “ streúgth-—Murphy (MacMhr- 
O’Sullivan—we find 
that they are purely Gaelic in origin. If 
the names that are similarly of greatest 
numerical strength in England’ are con- 
sidered—Smith, Jones, Williams—one 
sees how indicative of their respective 
nationalities these names are. 


WHY SMITH IS COMMON. 


At the same time, when it is remem- 
bered that the. characteristic name, 
“ Smith,” comes actually fifth in the list 
of most common names in Ireland, we 
seem to be faced with. some contradic- 
tions. An apparent anomaly is explain- 
able, to some-extent, by historic cate 
like the enactment of ‘thé fifteenth 
century statute, which ordained that 
‘“ every Irishman ‘shall-take to him an 
English“surname: of one*towne, as Sutton, 
(Chester... . or colour, as white, black. 
brown ..... or arte or science. “as 
smith. , , .”” We must not, on the other 
hand, forget that in medieval days it was 
at times the fashion for Jrishmen * to 
assume non-native names and for English 
men to adopt Irish ones. 
~The Danes, or Northmen, first .estab- 
lished themselves here im the fiinth 
century and remained settled. ia the 
country, with varying fortunes, for. three 
hundred years. Their strongholds .were 
the big coast towns, like Dublin, Cork, 
Waterford and Limerick, and from these 
their power and influence spread inland. 


Dublin, particularly, was long in their |- 


hands, and their sway extended north- 
wards to Meath through ‘the Fingal 
country. To-day, in these - regions 
especially, many family names of Danish 
origin are 
Dowdall, Sweetman, Trant, Betagh, ete. 
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Back to the South. - 


Pee sup iron a ee old 
County e ily, who some years ago 
went to resid : at ‘Liduabkes, -Coenty Fer- 
managh, has sold his residence there and 
has returned to Cullane, Kilkishen, 
County Clare. Tt was during the 
troublous times in the South that Captain 


brother, Major Studdert, take a deep in-

Clare. . It is not generally. known that, 
should Lord Loftus: have no son and heir, 
the Studderts are next in succession, as. 
Captain Studdert’s mother was sister to 
the late Marquis of Ely. Captain 
Studdert when in Fermanagh was nomi- 
nated to act as High Sheriff, bat owing 
to his departure to the County Clare he 
has been excused from acting. 


Act or be Indicted. 


It is not generally ‘known that a High 
Sheriff, if nominated to the office must 
act or pay the penalty. The Crown Judge 
o: Assize, acting on the advice of the Higa 
Sheriff for the time being, returns to the 
Lord Chief Justice the names of three 
gentlemen whom he considers fit to dis- 
charge the duties of the office in ‘the 
county, and he in turn sends them to the 
Governor, who appoints the gentleman 
first on the list. | 

The law lays it down that the Crown 
“has an interest in every. subject and the 
right to his service, and no man can be 
exempt from the office of High Sheriff but 
by Act of Parliament or Letters Patent.’ 
After acting as High: Sheriff he can be 
called upon to act again after the lapse of 
three years. Should a gentleman be homi- 
nated and refuse to take the office, ne 
can be proceeded. against by informatioa 
or by indictment. 


Grand Jury Luncheons. 


A High Sheriff to-day has five guineas 
per day for.expenses while the Assizes ate 
in progress, and the Under-Sheriff has a 
yearly salary. In the olden days only a 
wealthy landowner could afford to be High 
Sheriff. The custom used to be that: the 
High - Sheriff gave a luncheon to the 
Judges of Assize and the grand jury. In 
“ia TH”, that custom has now died out. 
During the war the cost of the luncheon 
was ie by the High Sheriffs to the 
war charities, and then when peace came 
the Fermanagh High Sheriffs did not re- 
vive the old custom. . Indeed, in some 
cases of which I know, the High Sheriff 
campelled the Sub-Sheriff to pay for the 
luncheon, under threat of dismissal from 
office. To-day the Sub-Sheriff is a per- 
manent officer, and can snap his fingers 
at the High Sheriff so long as he does 
his duty.

In Limerick the name ‘‘ Harold ” and in | 
Cork the name ‘‘ Coppinger ” attest their 
influence in the South. The late Doctor 
Sigerson, whose family came originally 


_from Kerry, where their family castle ' 


stands on the coast, claimed descent from 
the great Danish chief, Sigurd, who was 
slain at Clontarf. In Kerry, too, as well 
as in Limerick, the name Bruadair, or 
O Buuadair, is still met—a name which 
suggests that Viking chief who slew Brian 
The well-known eighteenth 
century poet, David O’Bruadair, was of 
this stock. 


NORMAN INFLUENCE. 


The Norman invasion left much more 
profound effects than the Danish on the 
social life of the country. Names which 
to-day are regarded as typically Irish are 
traceable to direct Norman ‘sources— 
popular names like Dillon, Burke, Fitz- 
Gerald, Barry, FitzMaurice, Nugent, 
Keating and Purcell. For a considerable 
period after their settlement here French 
was spoken to a greater extent than is 
generally supposed by the Norman lords. 
Down to the fourteenth and fifteenth cen- 
tury, it was nat only their literary 
language—it was the language, too, of 
business and communal government in 
the large towns, and the language of Acts 
of Parliament, like the famous Statute 
of Kilkenny. 

In the second half of the fifteenth cen- 
tury, for exámple, the poét-chief of the 
great.Desmond house, Gerald FitzGerald, 
the fourth Earl, wrote poems both in the 
French and Irish tongues. About the 
time of the coming of the Normans a very 
small, but distinctive, colony settled in 
the Bardnics.of Bargy and Forth on the 
Wexford “coast. Up to the eighteenth 
century . they retained: their peculiar 
customs, and spoke, up to the year 1860, 
their own language or dialect. They were 
a tribe of Welsh and Flemings, who in 
course of time spread inland over the 
country. At the present day we regard 
their names as characteristic of Wexford 
—Rossiter, Codd, Stafford, Whitty, 
Sinnot, etc. 

There has been an intermittent stream 
of settlers from England for six or seven 
centuries who, as a rule, are easily 
recognisable under such name as 
Robinson, Mitchell, Baker, . Hopkins, | 
Bolton, Cooper, Osborne. In Ulster, as 
one would expect for geographical reasons 
and from the various plantations, Scottish 
names are numerous, and the original | 
home of such families as the Frasers. 
Campbells, Gordons, MacGregors, and

HUGUENOTS AND, PALATINES. , 


In the seventeenth century many 
Huguenots from France and Flanders 
sought refuge in Ireland from religious 
persecution. They settled in various 
parts of the country, but especially in 
Dublin, where they lived in the Liberties 
round Saint Patrick’s Cathedral, intro- 
ducing various industries like silk and 
ribbon weaving. A stroll round Weaver | 
square and Cork street yet reveals to 
one some Flemish-gabled houses, but 
they are rapidly disappearing. — Such 
Huguenot names as these are still met 
with not only in Dublin, but through the 
country — Boileau, Saurin, Lefanu. 
Fleury, La Touche, Trench, Perrin. 
Kettle, Petit and Vandeleur. i

‘THE CELEBRITY .*’ 


A JEROME PLAY: AT THE 
GAIETY THEATRE. 


John Patable was a celebrity so very much 


to annoy him. He. déveloped a longing to 
escape for a while from the deadly jency 
‘by which he was surrounded. Bo one fine 
night he took French leave from this irksome 
environment, and, incidentally, from his 
fiancée, Miss Bullstrode; his secretary, Miss 
Dorton, and his friend, Archibald Quincey, 
and went off into the outer darkness. 

From that moment Jerome K. Jerome s 
play, “The Celebrity,’’ never looks back, and 
last. night’s-audience at the Gaiety Theatre, 
Dublin, found it very much to their liking. 
It is Jerome, the humorist, the authdr of 
‘“ Three Men in a Boat,” as distinct from the 
author of serious novels and bizarre plays like 
“The Soal of Nicholas Snyder.”’ 

On his “night off’ John Parable met a charming 

young lady in St. James’s Park and took to 
studying how the comparatively poor live and 
play: Phe. girl, Comfort Pryce (Helen Goss). 
actually was sorry*for the poor celebrity, just 
because he was a celebrity. and could never 
have‘any fun. The complications arising from 
that évening were such that even Miss 
Builstrode's appallingly capable hands failed 
to unravel them. Instead, Parable: managed 
to defeat all her efforts, to his own and 
Comfort’s complete satisfaction. 

Edmund Blake was et admirable as the 
celebrity; Miss Elfie Leigh-Hunt got every 
ounce out of the part of Miss Bullstrode ; and 
Miss Elma. Reid, as the secretary, was respon- 
sible for a capable character. etudy. Miss 
Helen Goss, as Comfort Pryce, made one feel 
that in her case, at least, Parable’s judgment 
was very sound. The other parts also were 
capably filled.

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Butter Industry : The Closing of a Derr, 
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Developing

BELFAST, Monday. | 

HE tenants in Northern Ireland whose 

rents. have been decontrolled, or are 
in danger of being so, should take courage 
from ‘the fact that the Imperial Govern- 
ment has decided to continue the Rent 
Restrictions Acts in Great Britain for 
another year, and has further intimated 
that the question will be reconsidered 
after. the general election. It seems 
reasonable that the existing restrictions 
should be kept in force. until houses for 
the working classes and those in moderate 
circumstances are more plentiful, as the 
present shortage would mevitably cause 
rénts to be raised, and. people have not 
the money to. pay more than they are 
paying. This is one of the problems which 
confront the Northern Government, and 
it may have a strong influence in deciding 
the composition of the next Parliament. 
Thousands of householders may be quite 
indifferent to the temperance issue or the 
subtleties of educational] controversy, but 
they are, collectively and individually, 
interested in rents, and already several 
ublic organisations have announced their 
intention of opposing the Craigavon 
régime unless attention is given to their 
claims for protection. 

The action of the British Government 
in extending the rent restrictions for a 
further period should give the Six County 
Legislature a lead in pursuance of its 
*‘ step by step’’ policy with cross-Channel 
laws. It would thus strengthen its posi- 
tion with the electorate and dispose of the 
charges of class legislation made against 
it in this particular instance. Long ago 
the Minister of Home Affairs declared 
that rents would not be decontrolled until 
there was a sufficiency of houses ; but that 
time has not yet come, particularly so 
far as smaller dwellings, let at a cheap 
rate, are concerned. Working men earn- 
ing from £2 to £3 per week cannot afford 
to. pay high rents. 


THE BUTTER INDUSTRY. 


The value of the butter industry in 
Northern Ireland is stated to be almost 
£5,000,000 per year, and a combined effort 
is at present being made to increase the 
output. and still further improve the 
quality of the - product. The Ulster 
Agricultural: Organisation Society and a 
number of creameries associated with it 
have placed on the market a guaranteed 
brand of butter in one-pound rolls made 
up in sealed cartons, and these have 
already been favourably received, both by 
the retailers and the general public, the 
high standard of the article being assured 
by a registered trade-mark. Should there 
be any unsatisfactory butter, which is 
unlikely under the methods. of produc- 
tion, it will be replaced at once, a circum- 
stance which is certain to inspire con- 
fidence. 

It is proposed to develop the trade, both 
at home and in the British markets, and 
with the extension of the movement and 
the application of the very latest scientific 
ideas and appliances to the system of 
manufacture, it is expected that the 
Northern Ireland product will be able to 
compete favourably against the produce 
of the Irish Free State, the Dominions, 
and continental countries. A _ publicity 
campaign has been organised in connec- 
tion with the new brand, and it is stated 
that the results are already satisfactory. 
The modern demand is for butter in a 
convenient form, untouched by the human 
hand and uncontaminated, and the Ulster 
guaranteed article conforms to these 
conditions. 

No doubt, the recent movement in the 
Free . State to secure a high uniform 
quality for Southern dairy produce has 
encouraged and inspired the Northern 
farmers and co-operative concerns to 
strive for the very highest possible 
standard in their manufactures. Emula- 
tion in such things is most praiseworthy 
and much to’ be desired. The English 
people are willing to buy all the butter 
that can be produced in Ireland. 


POSSIBILITIES OF AIR SERVICE. 


As foreshadowed in this column last 
week, the proposal to.establish an air 
service between Belfast and Liverpool, 
with probable extensions later on to 
Glasgow and Dublin, has been cordially 
welcomed by the business men of the 
North, and it is quite likely that 
Government assistance will be given 
to the project should it materialise. 
The advantages of such a service, 
from the commercial point of view, 
are obvious, and there are also the senti- 
mental reasons inseparable from the 
Prime Minister’s scheme to have an “ All- 
Red’’. route for the Northern mails, 
which had to be dropped owing to the 

roved superiority of the Kuingstown- 

olyhead route over all others. 

The venture has aroused considerable 
interest in- aviation circles across the 
Channel,. and is stated to have received 
‘the - support of various important 
personages con with commercial 
flying, while Mr. H. M. Pollock, the 
Northern Minister of Finance, has ex- 
pressed the opinion that the proposal 
possesses great possibilities, and has 
officially promised that the Government 
“will facilitate the enterprise in every 
possible way.” His statement should do 
much to ‘encour the promoters of the 
undertaking. It 1s suggested that the sea- 
planes should be employed in the service, 
as best and safest in crossing the Channel, 
and the Belfast Harbour Board has inti- 
mated that every facility will be given for 
landing and berthing accommodation. It 
is estimated that the journey across would 
occupy. less than two hours, so that Bel- 
fast merchants could receive their mails in 
the morning, fly across to the Merseyside, 
transact their business, and return the 
same evening, a tremendous saving in time 
when hours and minutes are valuable. In 
view of the failure of former exper- 
mental flights, the developments in con- 
nection with the present scheme will be 
watched with more than ordinary interest.

In‘ con- 
sequence of insubordination and disobedience 
of orders the plaintiffs found it necessary to 
dismiss all the defendants. They disregarded 
this notice of dismissal, and proceeded, in 
defiance thereof, to call, as assistant super- 
intendents and agents of the company, upon 
the plaintiffs’ policy holders, from whom they 
were continuing to collect their premium pay: 
ments, notwithstanding that they had been 
dismissed. The business of the company. as 
a result of this conduct was being seriously 
damaged, and the defendants were en- 
deavouring to. disorganise and destroy the 
business of the plaintiffs, i 
Mr. Justice Meredith said that at that 
stage he could not give an order directing 
that the books be handed up, but in the 
circumstancés he certainly would make an 
order restraining the defendants from acting 
as agents of the company.

Toil of the Sea. 


Lloyd’s wreck statistics for the year 
1927 show that the world’s mercantile 
fleets underwent a gross reduction of 623 
ships, with. an aggregate tonnage of 
992,069 tons, during the year. Of this 
total 469 were steamers or motor ships, 
while the remainder was composed of 
sailing ships of various kinds. These 
“wrecks’’ include not only ships that 
have been lost at sea, but also all vessels 
that have been dismantled or scrapped. 
Last year, for instance, no less than 
474,677 tons of world shipping were broken 
up; so the amount of tonnage lost at sea 
was comparatively small. Stranding and 
kindred accidents provide the majority of 
casualties. Then come ships which have 
been abandoned or have foundered, but 
losses by fire—once the most frequent 
cause of maritime disaster—are becoming 
more and more rare. Last year through- 
out the world there were only thirty-three

A STRAYING ANIMAL. 


Local people saw a black heifer straying 
on the road near Burgatra farm. The animal 
was bleeding from the mouth and bore marks 
of injuries on the body. The Rosscarbery 
Guards were immediately notified, and on 
their arrival the animal was driven into the 
farm. Dr. Brophy, V.S., Clonakilty, subse 
quently examined the heifer, when he found 
that there was a blister on the lips and that 
there were slight symptoms on the _ hocks. 
From his superficial examination Dr. Brophy 
was satisfied that the case was serious, and 
it was ordered that the area for a radius of 
five miles be isolated. 

This order was enforced on Saturday, and 
people became alarmed. Creamery managers 
refused to take supplies of milk from cus- 
tomers in the district. On Saturday after- 
noon Inspector O’Connor, of the Department 
of Agriculture, arrived. The heifer was then 
dead. The inspector declined to make any 
statement, but said that Chief Inspector 
Malone and Inspector Fitzgerald were on 
their way to Rosscarbery to make a further 
diagnosis. They arrived by motor at noon on 
Sunday, and, accompanied by Inspector 
O'Connor, Dr. Sheehy, V.S., and Dr. 
McCarthy, V.S., they entered the lands and 
made a very exhaustive examination of the 
dead heifers.

CABLES AND WIRELESS 


AUSTRALIA AND THE 
MERGER.

MELBOURNE, Monday. 


Australian comment on the cable and 
wireless merger is generally favourable. Mr. 
Bruce, the Prime Minister, withholds any 
statement pending the discussion in Parlia- 
ment, but business interests regard the 
terms of the merger as a good stroke of 
husiness for the Commonwealth, especially 
the disposal of the Pacific cable, which, with 
the advent+of wireless, must have involved 
the Commonwealth-in larger losses than ever. 
It is felt that the retention of the cables 
is of the first importance to an isolated 
Dominion | like. Australia, in view of the 
embryonic condition of wireless, and the 
imminent danger of its being '' choked ” in 
time of war. The value of cables for con- 
fidential business. communications. is- gener- 
ally recognised, as well. as their strategic 
importance for defence purposes. ‘The neces- 
sity for preserving the míost valuable net- 
work of British. cable ‘communications 
through the Indian Ocean, thus maintaining 
touch by cable through India, Africa and 
Egypt with the old world, is regarded as 
a consideration outweighing in importance 
any economies in the cost of transmission 
effected by the beam wireless services, 
Generally, the feeling is that the London 
Conference has arrived at-a most equitable 
solution of a very intricate problem preserv- 
ing the peculiar advantages of the cables, 
while ensuring the advantages of cheapness 
inherent in the more economical system of 
beam wireless. 

Mr. Bruce explains that the Amalgamated 
Wireless (Australasia), Ltd., is not affected 
by the merger, but will have to make its 
own arrangements with the merger com- 
panies.

CINEMA FIRE IN A TEXAS 
PRISON, 


From “ THe Trues’’ CoRRESPONDENT. 
NEW YORA, Monday. 
Last night the State Prison Farm at 
Houston, Texas, was the scene of a 
serious fire‘ and explosion. Sixty-five 
white convicts, including some Mexicans, 
were crowded into a narrow hall for their 
only amusement, a moving picture show, 
when a prisoner, aiter lighting a 
cigarette, allowed the burning match to 
fall into the film container. A terrific 
explosion followed, and the building soon 
became a mass of flames. 
The only exit was a lattice steel door, 
and when the trapped convicts, frantic to 
escape from the flames, flung themselves 
against it the pressure of their bodies pre- 
vented’ it from opening. Eventually the 
guards, brandishing  revolvers,. forced 
back the convicts and opened the door. 
The men, screaming with pain, rushed 
out into the prison yard, where buckets 
of water were poured over them. 
fwo-priseners were burned to death, 
eight are reported to be dying, and others 
were severely burned. Fire protection 
was completely lacking, and one victim, 
before he died, cried out: “Just a bunch 
of convicts! Who cares?’’

THREE KILLED AND 
SCORES INJURED.

NEW YORK, Monday. 
Fifty persons were injured, three 
fatally, in a collision between two trains 
on the Elevated Railway yesterday even- 
ing at the junction of Sixty-sixth street 
and Columbus avenue.

INQUEST ON THE HON, 


G.GREENALL, . “é

A verdict of “accidental death” was 
returned at the inquest yesterday on the Hon. 
Gilbert Greenall, son and heir of Lord 
Daresbury; of Walton Hall, Warrington, who 


-was killed when his motor car came into 


collision with a motor lorry last Friday even- 
ing. The jury recommended that special 
warning notices should be placed inside and 
outside the park at the Forest gate of 
Windsor Great Park, where the collision 
rred. 
“rn Greenall, who was twenty-seven years 
of age, was a lieutenant im the Life Guards, 
stationed at Combermere Barracks, Windsor. 

Colonel Monckton Arundell, officer com- 
manding the Life Guards at Combermere 
Barracks, gave evidence of identification, and 
said that Lieutenant Greenall was on his way 
back to barracks at the time of the accident 
to take up duty for the remainder of the 
evening, having arranged to relieve another 
officer. He lived in the barracks. After the 
accident the body was removed to the house 
of Colonel the Hon. Claud Willoughby, 
deputy ranger, Windsor Park. 

Replying to the Coroner, Colonel Arundell 
said that the Forest gate was wide enough 
and easy enough to get through, but there 
was a curve in the road which presented diff- 
culties. The position of the lodge prevented 
drivers from the direction of Ascot seeing 
anvthing coming through the gate; also the 
road had a high crown, with steep sides. 
This construction of the road rather inclined 
every car automatically to hang to the crown, 
and the road was greasy after the heavy rain 
of the previous day. 

Witness stated, in reply to Mr. J. B. Kelly, 
deputy clerk to the Berkshire Gounty Council, 
that Mr. Greenall was familiar with the road. 
This blind corner was well known to him, and 
he knew that the lodge gate was there. 

Charles Munns, Mr. Greenall’s chauffeur, 
said that he was sitting in the car.(a 45 h.p. 
saloon) at the left-hand side of his maater, 
who was driving, 

“We were coming,’ he continued, “ from 
Ascot and making towards Windsor about 
7.30 or 7.45, and as we came round the bend 
in the road we found ourselves on top of a 
lorry coming in the opposite direction out of 
the gate as we were trying to go in. There 
was not room for us, and there was not time 
to do anything. 

Replying to the Coroner, the witness 
said they were not driving fast becanse’ 
they had slowed up to go through at about 
23 to 30 miles an hour. The lorry struck 
the car near the driver’s seat. The car was 
Ladly damaged and the wind screen 
smashed. 

“I was not much hurt,’’ added Mr. 
Munns, who had a bandage round his head. 
““I bumped my head and was a bit shaken, 
hut I scrambled out of the car to do. what 
I could for Mr. Greenall. 

'“He was still sitting in the driver’s seat 
holding two pieces of the broken wheel in 
his hand, 

“Mr. Greenall was a good, experienced 
driver. I sat by him with confidence, as 


I always did.” 

Replying to Mr. P. Rutland, who an- 
peared for the owner of the lorry, Mr. 
Munns said the lorry was on the left hand 
side of the car, 

Mr. Rutland—And you were on the crown 
of the road, were you not — We had to be 
io go into the cates, 

Dr. C. Wingfield, who was motoring in 
Windsor Park when the accident happened, 
said he found Mr. Greenall wédged behind 
the steering wheel. A man was holding him 
to prevent him falling out of the broken 
side of the car. 

“ He was unconscious,” said Dr. Wing- 
field, *‘ and it was obvious that his injuries 
were such that nothing could help him. 
He was on the point of dying, and I left the 
man holding him while I collected the other 
injured people from the lorry and put them 
by the side of the road. When I returned 
a few minutes later Mr. Greenall was dead.” 

Villiam Loomes, the driver of the lorry, 
whose right arm was fractured in the colli- 
sion, was assisted into court by police 
officers, His head was swathed in 
bandages, and his injured arm, which was 
m splints, rested on a _ pillow on the 
Coroner's table while he gave evidence. 

“ When I first saw the car,” he said, 
‘1 was riding upon the near side of the 
road as far as I could go without getting 
on the grass. The car was dead in the 
centre of the road. I swerved right over 
cn to the grass, and if the car had gone 
straight on there would have been no. acci- 
dent. The driver of the car applied his 
brake, and skidded into me broadside. It 
swung my lorry right round.” 

“I don’t think there is any doubt,” 
said the Coroner, ‘‘ that it was a very 
considerable .speed at which the motor car 
approached the comparatively narrow gate 
and curve, and I think we can come to the 
conclusion that it was too great under the 
circumstances.”’ 

FUNERAL ARRANGEMENTS. 

The funeral of the Hon. Gilbert Greenall 
will take place at St. John’s Church, Walton, 
to-day.

In his evidence Captain Spafford said that 
he started from Croydon about mid-day. The 
weight carried was under the full load. The 
engine was acting perfectly normally when 
the ‘plane was on the ground. “I took off in 
a westerly direction,” he said. The machine 
was a little slow to climb, and I started to 
bear to the left. "When about 500 feet up I 
noticed again that there was a distinct differ- 
ence in the flying. At about 700 feet I 
pushed the nose down ‘to maintain my 
height. I noticed that the machine begam 
to sink very rapidly. I put on a little more 
engine, but this had very little effect, and the 
machine still began to sink. I could see that 
a safe landing was practically impossible, and 
the machine was still sinking. I saw many 
high trees and houses, etc. I put on full 
throttle and the machine began to pick up 
and to hold and maintain height for a minute 
or two. 

HEAT EFFECT SUGGESTION. 

“I then noticed that the water. temperature 
gauge was reading over 100 degrees centi- 
grade, and steam was issuing from 

left hand side of the engine 
cowling. The engine seemed to lose 
Iss and the machine began to sink again. 
‘he only chance I had was to land in some 
allotments. I eased the control forward, 
and the machine fell into an angle of 45 
degrees. The machine was going down at 
about that angle, and we struck the ground 
like that. I found I was trapped with my 
right foot, and released myself in about two 
minutes, during which time the machine was 
not on fire. The left-hand side of the engine 
then caught fire, and I fell down several 
times, but eventually got to the door and 
opened it. Four of the occupants were 
stunned, but Tucker was conscious.”’ 

Replying to the Coroner, he said that the 
heat would, to a certain extent, account for 
the sinking. 

Mr. Paull (for Imperial Airways)—Have 
you ever known a machine come down 
through heat ?—Yes. 

The Coroner—Do you think there is a 
greater danger in taking up a machine for 
test purposes?—I do not think so. The 
machine had been tested thoroughly before- 
hand. 

He added “that if people wanted to go 
up with him he had no objection. 

Henry Hall, engineering superintendent for 
Imperial Airways, stated that people were 
very keen to go up on joy rides, and they 
applied. It was of no advantage to the com- 
pany to allow it: they regarded it as rather 
a bother. 

Albert G. Tucker, of West Croydon, a 
storékeeper dt the aerodrome, described his 
experience as a passenger on the occasion, 
which was an engine test flight, and said 
that he had asked threw or four times to 
go for a jey-ridé, and he haped he would 
have the privilege again, 

After hearing other evidence as to the 
practice of allowing employés to go as pas- 
sengers on test flights, the jury returned 
their verdict as stated. 


CARELESS USE OF DRUG. 


DOCTOR’S DEATH AFTER 
NARCOTIC, 

Dr. John Pollock Nixon, aged 59, who died 
suddenly -at his house in Longmoor lane, 
Aintree, Liverpool, was the subject of an 
inquest yesterday. The evidence e ew- that 
during the past twelve months. Dr. Nixon 
had suffered from melancholia, seldom enjoy- 
ing more than two hours’ sleep at night. He 
had been found recently under the influence 
of a EN Bay but apparently had re- 
covered. st Friday he was discovered in 
“> with a bottle of liquid poison by his 
side. 

The poison, it was stated, was generally 
prescribed in small doses for indigestion, of 
which Dr. Nixon had also complained. Pro- 
fessor MacFall, of Liverpool University, who 
made the .gost-mortem examination, said 
that medical men were notoriously careless 
in the-taking of dangerous drugs. They did 
not exercise the same care in taking medicine 
that they cxpected other people to do. 

The Coroner returned a verdict of mis- 
adventure, death being due to accidental 
poisoning. There was sufficient evidence, he 
said, to show a muddled state of mind, due to 
worry and taking the narcotic to obtain sleep.

| NEW YORK, Monday. 
That Gene Tunney would come to the 
momentous decision to abdicate the 
heavy-weight. throne was the very definite 
impression gathered after an exclusive 
interview with Tom Heeney’s conqueror 
at his New York hotel this afternoon. 
Ever since last Thursday American 
newspapers have teemed with rumours of 
the most fantastic nature regarding 
Tunney’s future intentions. 
It was confidently asserted by some 
that Tunney proposed to marry and settle 


on the income from the million and a half 
dollars which he is supposed to have 
earned during his ring career on an 
estate near Greenwich, Conn., a fashion- 
able resort about thirty miles from New 
York. “Others maintained with. equal 
assurance that Tunney was going to the 
Sorbonne or to Heidelberg to study 
philosophy, and some even had the 
champion taking vows of celibacy and 
entering a monastery. 


A STOCK EXCHANGE RUMOUR. 

Another popular rumour was to the 
effect that Tunney intended buying a seat 
on the New York Stock Exchange, and 
trying his fortune in Wall street. 

When Reuter’s Correspondent called to 
see Tunney this afternoon he found the 
champion’s hotel suite crammed to suffo- 
cation point with inquiring journalists 
and sports writers. The champion’s 
secretary iniormed them that Tunney 


ever before to-morrow, when he will speak 
at a luncheon which is being given in his 
honour by Mr. William Muldoon, the 
President of the New York State Boxing 
Commission, and one time trainer of 
Johnny Sullivan. 

Shortly afterwards, however, Reuter’s 
Correspondent was invited to go into the 
champion’s bedroom, where he found 
Tunney in an English Norfolk tweed suit 
sitting on the bed. 


TRIBUTE TO HEENEY. 

Tunney showed absolutely no, trace of 
Thursday’s fight. His face is quite un- 
marked. Asked about the various 
rumours, he leaned back and laughed 
heartily. ‘All perfect rubbish,” he 
declared. 

Referring to his fight with Heeney, 
Tunney said: “I never saw a greater 
exhibition of gameness in my life than 
when Tom came cut for the eleventh 
round ; but he should not have come out. 
I like that fellow immensely. He is a 
sportsman from the word ‘go.’ 

“I haye made no plans whatever for 
the future. All I want is to get awa 
from. the incessant publicity which 
attends all the comings and goings of a 
heavy-weight champion in America. |] 
want chiefly to do three things—read, rest 
and travel.’’ 

Tunney was specially amused at the 
story that he was entering a monastery, 
which, he said, was about as true as the 
report that he was contemplating 
matrimony. 

A WALKING TOUR, 

He added that he was looking forward 
with the keenest anticipation to his walk- 
ing tour in Europe with Thornton Wilder, 
the author. He hopes to spend a few 
days in London ahd to visit some of the 
Oxford Colleges. 


HIS LAST FIGHT. 

Tunney did not say in so many words 
that he was retiring, but that was the 
very definite impression conveyed by the 
champion’s words. 

In conclusion, it may be said that, 
although the evening papers declare em- 
phatically that Tunney will fight again 
next year, he will announce to-morrow 


that he has fought his last fight.

Debenture holders would surrender half of 
their holdings, receiving in exchange a cor- 
responding amount of new income Debenture 
Stock. 

The First Preference Shareholders wouid 
have their arrears of dividend cancelled, but 
they got their dividend raised, and got full 
voting rights. The Second Preference Share- 
holders would also have all arrears of divi- 
dend cancelled, and 6s. per share would be 
written off, reducing the shares to 14s. each, 
and these would be split into one Preference 
Share of 10s. and one Ordinary Share of 4s., 
the interest on the Preference Share being 
raised to 7 per cent.

THEKELLOGG PEACE 
PACT. 


FOREIGN SECRETARY’S 
REPLY TO CRITIOS. 


From Our PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 


.. «WESTMINSTER, Monday. 

International affairs, with particular refe- 
rence: to situation in China and the 
Kellogg Peace Pact proposal, were discussed 
on the Foreign Office vote in the House. of 
Commons to-day. 

In regard to China, Major Crawfurd, who 
Opened the debate, was inclined to dissent 
from the Foreign Secretary's statement in 
reply to a question that ‘‘ We have made our 
position clear.” He did not think that the 
situation was met by such a phrase, and he 
invited Sir Austen Chamberlain to give a 
clearer idea of what had happened, or what 
was likely to happen, when he came to reply. 
As to the ‘pact, he complained of the delay 
of six weeks between our being approached 
by the United States Government and our 
acceptance of the proposals. He noticed in 
the correspondence a phrase which meant that 
Sir Austen thought that it would be incon- 
venient if Russia were included in the pact. 
Did the right hon. gentleman really think 
that the t would be of much use if Russia 
were excluded, and would he tell them 
whether, not only the Locarno Treaty, but 
other treaties concluded at the same time 
were also to be excluded’. If so, then the 
pact was a much more worthless document 
than many of them hoped and believed. 

He quoted a passage from the Foreign 
Secretar "s Note to the United States, in 
which Sir Austen said:—‘ His Majesty’s 
Government has been at pains to make it 
clear in the past that interference with cer- 
tain regions cannot be suffered; their protec- 
tion against attack is to the British Empire 
a measure of self-defence.’’ How far, Major 
Crawfurd wondered, did that extend? Was 
Egypt to be a case in point? Were there to 
be set up all over the world a number of 
areas. where á sort of Eastern Monroe Doctrine 
IN apply? If.so, what was left of the 
pact? 


THE RESERVATIONS. 

Mr. Trevelyan declared the pact to be 
of immense ultimate import, and his only 
regret was that it had not been accepted by 
the British Government without reservations. 
Those reservations were not in the text of 
the Treaty, and he refused to believe that 
the reservations were going to be the final 
national interpretation of the Pact. If we 
really meant to carry out the Pact we ought 
to be on the Weií high road of disarma- 
ment. Substantial justification for colossal 
armaments no longer existed. In regard to 
the suspension of the Egyptian. Legislature, 
which, he said, had been placed in cold 
storage for three years, he admitted that the 
Foreign Secretary had adopted a strictly 
correct attitude in washing his hands of the 
whole business. 

Commander Kenworthy hoped that the 
Kellogg Pact would be only the first of a 
series of. steps which would have to be taken 
sooner or later if world peace was to be 
secured. First of all, there must be an 
agreement to limit armaments, and do away 
with the absurd spectacle of Commissions 
and Committees at Geneva, which led 
nowhere, 

. OFFICIAL REPLY. 

Sir Austen Chamberlain said that our atti- 
tude in regard to China had been made 
abundantly clear. He had stated more than 
once that how fast we could go, how far we 
could go, and by what method, depended as 
much on China as it did upon ourselves. We 
had no territorial ambitions in China; we 
desired to cultivate friendly relations with 
that country, and we. desired. that China 
should be united and peaceful under a stable 
Government. 

In regard to the questions of disarmament 
and the Kellogg Pact, Sir Austen said that 
it was well to consider them separately, be- 
cause whether the Treaty had heen proposed 
or not we should still have been struggling 
for the limitation of armaments. At the 
moment, the Preparatory Commission for 
Disarmament was not in session, and no defi- 
nite date had been fixed for its meéeting, 
but conversations had been proceeding be- 
tween ourselves and France in the hope of 
agreeing on proposals which we could sub- 
mit to other Powers, and so facilitate 
progress. ‘These conversations had been suc- 
cessful, and he was about to communicate to 
the other Naval Powers the compromise at 
which he had arrived. Until these proposals 
had. heen .communicated to the Powers he 
did not. desire to say much about them. He 
imagined that the first serious discussion 
would take place at the Disarmament Com- 
mission’s meetings. The proposals had re- 
lation to naval issues. We were a small 
military Power, and our Navy had always 
been ‘our principal means of defence. Naval 
questions interested us most, and it was 
with refererice to those that we were seeking 
to reconcile differences and find a method of 
making progress. 

QUESTION OF DELAYS. 

Dealing with criticisms on the delay in 
replying to the Kellogg Note, Sir Austen 
said that Mr. Kellogg took six months to 
reply to M. Briand. The Kellogg proposals 
were .of the utmost importance, and each 
Government was entitled, and, indeed, bound, 
to consider the new proposition in all its 
bearing. 

Some hon. members were apparently 
troubled about the reservations. He failed 
to understand why they should be prophets 
of evil, and forecast that the whole proposal 
was going to be wrecked by a passage In 
His Majesty’s Government’s reply. It was 
incredible that it should be so. Our doctrine 
was exactly comparable with that of the 
American Government. It was not a doctrine 
of aggression, or a desire for territorial ex- 
tension. It was a pure measure of self- 
defence, necessitated by the geographical 
conditions. of the Empire. 

It might be his good fertune to go to 
Paris before the end of next month 
to sign the treaty on behalf of 
the Government. He did think 
that any one of them could say 
exactly what importance this treaty would 
have in the future. It might mean much— 
very much. It might mean not much—even 
very little; but it was a sign of the times 
that such a treaty should be proposed, and 
it was a recognition of what was now the 
attitude of all great countries towards war 
that such a proposal should be welcomed. 
But he was always alarmed when too great 
expectations were formed, lest they should 
be followed by too great a disappointment. 
But if American opinion ranged itself behind 
its own treaty, then it would be an addi- 
tional. and most formidable deterrent to war. 

LIBERAL LEADER'S VIEWS. 

Mr. Lloyd. George expressed the hope that 

we should not lose our initiative in China. 
Discussing the Kellogg Pact, he said that 
the mere declaration, of itself, had a value. 
Such a declaration could not have been made 
before 1914, and had it been proposed it 
could ‘not’ have been carried through. That 
represented a real change in the attitude of 
the nations towards war. He hoped that the 
Foreign Secretary would take note of some 
of the criticisms of Major Crawfurd, as he 
seemed inclined to underestimate the perils 
of that particular clause which set un a kind 
of Monroe doctrine for durselves. He hoped 
that the Foreign Secretary would make quite 
clear what he really had in mind. as the 
clause in its present form was liable to be 
misunderstood. Then he should like a fuller 
definition of “‘ self-defence.” Certain countries 
might give a very wide meaning to it. As 
a matter of fact, Germany to-day maintained 
that the war of 1914 was a war of defence. 
There never had been a war where both 
parties did not claim that they were acting 
on the principle of self-defence. 
- The moment they got this reservation, they 
got into a-kind of tangle, where practical] 
each nation would decide for itself. He 
disliked reservations’, and much preferred 
a “ document which would make it 
impossible for any great Power, whatever ite 
might, to to war, and would compel the 
reference of disputes to arbitration or to the 
League of Nations, Then he regretted the 
expression of opinion in regard to Russia. It 
was vital to bring Russia within the ambit 
of some obligation not to make war. There 
never would be disarmament. until that was 
done. This Pact, to be of any good, must be 
followed by disarmament, and he hoped that 
the Government would give reality to the 
Pact by taking the initiative in cutting down 
armaments and in withdrawing troops from 
the Rhineland. 

Mr. Ponsonby asserted that the whole Pact 


i would be pure eng | if it was not followed 


by disarmament, and he agreed with the last 
speaker as to the importance of bringing 
Russia into the Pact.

Would the right hon. gentleman be pre- 
pared to make an offer on that basis? 

Sir 8S. Hoare—I think it would be better 
that I should see the proposals in detail. 
I should then be prepared to put the 
proposals before Imperial Airways or 
whatever other organisation was chosen. 

Continuing, Sir Samuel Hoare observed 
that the country to-day was much more 
keenly air-minded than, was the case a few 
years ago, and the Air Ministry were doing 
all they could to foster interest in avia- 
tién. In regard to imperial air communl- 
cations, he ho that the all-sea route to 
the Cape would be established before the 
end of the present Parliament. They were 
on the high road towards. making civil 
aviation self-supporting and freeing it 
from the encumbrance of Government 
subsidies. He believed that much greater 
progress would be made in the next ten 
years than had been seen in the last 
decade. 

The debate was adjourned.

TEST OF TREASURY MINUTE. 

The Civil Service Correspondent of the 
Daily Telegraph says :— 

& ll hee ath din issued by the Super- 
annuation Rights Association to test in the 
courts the validity of the famous Treasury 
minute of March 20, 1922, which made radi- 
cal changes in the method of awarding and 
computing pensions and allowances to civil 
servants retiring after that time. _ 

Instead of the fixed superannuation allow- 
ance or pension hitherto paid and computed 
on the full amount of the actual annual 
salary and emoluments at the time of retire- 


kment, as prescribed by the statutes, this 


Treasury minute directed that the pension 
should be computed in two parts—that is to 
say, an annual allowance calculated on the 
basic salary and emoluments, exclusive of 
bonus, and a supplementary addition to such 
annual allowance of a hypothetical bonus 
which was to vary with the cost of living 
figure. 3 

The minute also ordered that in calculating 
the additional or lump sum allowance, in- 
stead of the full bonus paid at the time of 
retirement, only three-quarters of the bonus 
based on the previous quarter should be 
taken into account. It is calculated that the 
amount involved will run into millions. 

TRANSFERS TO IRELAND. 

It is of interest that the Committee of the 
Privy Council should be at the present time 
considering, among other things, the validity 
of this Treasury minute of March, 1922, as 
applying to the compensation that should be 
paid to the British civil servants who were 
compulsorily transferred to the service of the 
Irish Free State, and who have retired from 
that service. 

The four selected plaintiffs in the British 
case are proceeding by way of an application 
for a judicial declaration of their rights 
rather than by the method of petition of 
right. It is claimed that Civil Service pen- 
sions are governed entirely by statutes as to 
the elements on which pensions should be 
calculated and the method of calculation, and 
that these statutory conditions cannot be 
altered or modified at the discretion of the 
Treasury, except as provided by the Acts, 
nor by any agreement or understanding with 
Civil Service organisations.
